Tat an effectual agreement should be 
entered into betwoen England and Russia, 
the two nations whose ‘frouticra counter- 
march for the longest distances, and who 
have the largest influence araongst peoples 
of a lower stage of culture, would be a 
natural deaideratum in whieh all who desire 
to see the progress of humanity would 


join. To ee and Russia, as 
“the countries most. interested, a- practical. 


arrangement would mean the saving not 
only of endless bickeringa, but a more 
substantial economic saving in. the matter 
of armaments only intendéd ‘by each to be 
used against the other, while in the opening 
up of the intermediate countries each might 
find s vent for all its latent’ energies, not 
only political but commercial. That it has 
beon reported that the main diffteulties in 
the way of a truce have been surmountad 
‘will therefore be looked upon.with satis- 
faction by all friends of buth one and: the 
other country, But, unfortunately there ia 
a ‘but’ in the case: can we be sure that 
any reak dasire exists on the part of one at 
least to ‘bring abou’, an agreement? Or, if 
the desire exist, are both parties in a 
position to enter on any real binding truce 
whereby the mutual interests of both can 
be. conserved ? France and _ England, for 
instance, have bean brought togother, and 
both feel that the entente between them: ig 
based on something stronger than words. or 
seals, and the experience of a century has 
gone to show that, as far at least as Europe 
ia concerned, their jntoresta are the same; 


(| that usually on those points it is an im, 
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and with regard to tho rest of the world 


that no divergence of interasta has occurred 
beyond the powers of ordinary friendly. 
intercourse to arrange, without any loss of 
prestige or power on either side. Practically 
national feeling in Grent Britain on ques 
lions of foreiga policy, aa] more especially. 
Asintic policy is identical. This bas bern 
emphasized by the fact that aluhough a 
ministry has come ints office with ideas on 
all points of domestic polidy the very 
reverse of its predecessors, not one question 
dictated by differences of party has been 
raised with regard to our external relatione, 
which have gona on with.ut o, break. Bat 
is the case similar with Russia? The Inte 
war with Japan indicated that Ubere was a 
very strong party in that state whose object 
was unlimited aggreasion, which it attompt- 
ed to soften down by calling it a forward 
policy, but whose object was yndiaguised on- 
cruachment, and even to the extent.of throw- 
ing down the gage for the possession. of 
India ; not. bee.suae there existed any cause of 
hostility, but that the party considered that 
it was Russia’s missiun to becomo the aole 
and entire master. of Asia, Now it is doubt- 
less the cause that the. wiser heads of this 
party have learned the lesson that a policy 
of encroachment, unloss it be accompanied 
with consolidation of the territories acquired 
by conquest or otherwise, renders them a 
source of weakness rather than etreogth, 
and that the taere possesaion of armies does 
not render a nation invineille. But it 
they hive learned thia much ‘of the lesson, 
it is by no means eo evideat that they have 
disvarded the policy of aggression ; they 
may only have put it off fur a more con. 
venient season. It is quite possible that 
such a party might even be disposed 
towards ontaring into an agreement which, 
it fancied, might give it a little breathing 
‘apace; with the full intention of turniag its 
reapite from active interference into an 
Opportunity of working its aggressive: ends 
in private, whea it considered its presumed 
Opponent was lulled to inaction. But thera 
ia a further and a lesa sentimental cause at 
work to reuder-such a proposed settlomeut 
unstable. In the Uuite4 Kingdom, however 
we may differ on pointa of private politics, 
there is an underlying national sentiment 
which no miuistér dare gainsay, and which 
lies sufticiuntly uear the surface to be felt and 
seeu. Public opinion in the’ United King- 
dom has so many ways of making itself folt 


mineut power; but ia it so in Russia. ? 
Russin as yot hardly possesses the fun- 
damentala of a public opinion: it does not 
even possess a Cubinet, much less» means 
of expressiog the general opinion of the 
country at large. The present Government 
aller playing with it for eomo time, has 
finally given, up the idea of an. assembly 
from whose lucubrations it could learn the 
varivus: views of its statesmen. Even the 
assembly of ubinisters of the Crowa hag no 
means of ascertaining its own, views, ‘The 
Minister of War may ho'd very different 
ductrines on public policy from him who 
has charge of Fureign - Affairs, aud both 
probably differ widely from the Minister 
of the Interior or the Financial Soeretary | 
We have seen, not but. maoy

CHINA AND THE OPIUM TRADK, 

Dr. Morrison telegraphed from 
Jane 23 :— . 

Oa the 2st ins’, Mr. Rockhill the United

vestigation into the opium trade and the pro- 
@uotion of opinm by an international commission 
in which England, France, Germany, Holland, 
and Japan have expressed their willingness to 
take part’ with the United States, and invited 
China to participate. In view of the autiopiom 
doorees iasned by China and of her avowed deter- 
mitation to suppress the use of opium and te 
extinguish the growth of tho poppy, the United 
Btates Government confidently exp:cted that 
China would assent with ulaority. China, how- 
over, eeams {0 seo in the commanication somo 
hidden meaning menacing hor sovereiga rights, 
and bas not yet replied. tomo months ago the 
United Statea invitd Chins to participate in an 
inquiry regarding the causes and prevention of 
bubonic plague, but the subject being beyond 
the grasp of the Chinese Foreign Offoa, no reply 
has yet boou sent. It is hardly poasible, however, 
that Chino will fail to realize the importanoo of 
participation in the joint commission regarding 
opinm and the growth of the Poppy, for refusal 
would stultify her badly. 0 dotails of 
procedure ara suggoated, ‘and China is only asked 
to acquiesce jn the principle, 

Since I last reported, Germany and Spain 
havy given their assent to the enforcement of the 
clauses of the Amorican aud British treaties for- 
bidding the importation of morphia except for 
medical parposes. Japan is now tho only manu- 
faotnring Power which has not givon assent, 
and her isolation provokes eommont.

original claim of the assured, ‘The action may 
therefore be treated asif it were the claim by the 
assured ayninat the dofondants, 

The insnrasce wna effected on angar which 
came, up from Soarabaya to Hongkong on board 
the us. “‘Tholma,” consigned to the Kwong 
Sang Choi. The steamer arrived in port on 
Saturday tho Bth Goptember, and was not 
completely unloaded on 18th Saptembor, the day 
of the yreat Typhoon last year. The consignees 
took stepa to got dolivory of their angar on 
Monday 10th, bat spparently did not got any. 
On lath they got. delivery of ovo, cargo-beat 
load, 414 bags and 153 baskets. On tho 15th 
they could get. none bocahse tho remainder was 
at the bottom of the hold. The 16th was 
Sunday. On they 17th they got 443 barkets. 
On this day, for the firat time the sbip worked at 
night, knocking off at midnight, when thero 
worn some 43 baskets alill to be got out of the 
hold. The cargo boat thereupon tied up to the 
ship to wait for the completion of tho deliver y. 
On the morning of the I8th the typhoon 
suddenly burst’ on ‘the Colony, the cargo boat 
went astern of the ateamor tied up by four 
xoper, all of whioh’ broke, and tho bont wont 
down and the augar was lost, the men on hoard 
narrowly escaping drowning. 

The main question of law which has to bo 


decided' is whether tho policy ocovora 
risk of raft from the ship to the shore, 
But on. the facts ay I have narrated 
thom a preliminary question . arisos which 


may roader ‘the determination of the legal 
question unnecessary. It was eaid that there 
was delay in unloading : suoh 9 delay aa was not 
contemplated in the policy. The case was 
put. in this way :—that there was an implied 
condition in tha contract that the goots should 
remain on board the ship in harbour for 
weasonable timo only; and that the consigneo’s 
cargo boatman did not act reasonably in nob 
landing the sugar which he had on board his 
boat aftor midnight. I agroo as to the implied 
' eondition, and also with the general proposition 
that delay is equivalent to deviation ; but with 
regard to thia [ thiak thot none of the oases 
referred to ia Arnonld refer to so amall 4 matter 
an the delay of a fow days, but rather to such 
delays as might in strictness be comparable 
with doviationa from the voyage. However, 
whethor the authorities include such 0 casa of 
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Yoargo such as suger, Tho first step in the 
consideration is the anloading at night, I 
think I am bound to hold that thisaa wellas the 
logitimate consequences ensuing therefrom mast 
ba included in the ineurec’s risk. Then tho 
question rezolvos iteelf into this ; ought the con 
signee to have mado arrangements to land his 
cargo after midnight? Although I atrongly 
incline to the defendant's view of the casa, on 
the whole, I have come to the opinion that the 
evidenos as to tho faoilities for storing cargo 
late at night is not Ko strong as to indu*e me to 
soy it was the consig no0's duty to do this, He 
could bave obtained police permit, I have no 
doubt, without much difficulty: but Iam not clear 
that ho could have founda godown willing to keep 
open all night to take his angar: be cortainly 
could not have got the Hongkong and Kowloon 


delay ax is suggested to have occurred in the 
prezent case, or not, I feel sure that it is oover- 
ed by principlo, anl if proved, that it would 
relieve the under-writers; subject however to 
this, that should I find tho delay unreasonable, 
‘there’ would then come the further question 
whothor the consignee is responsible for s delay 
which was manifestly the fault of tho ship. 
The determination of the question of fact bas 
given me much diffoully and has delayed my 
giving jadgment. In the firat place it cannot 
be denied that the unloading of the.“ Tholma " 
proceeded in vory leisurely fashion: that thero 
was o foalapurt on the night of the.17th, most 
* unfortunately as it fell-ont.. But I have no 
materials before mo to come to the conclusion 
that the aolonding was 60 unreasonably de Inyod 
unto relieve the inssurors of thoir risk, and I 
esnnot so hold on my own views. I shonld 
havo had ovidence as to the amount of cargo on 
board, and, if no evidence waa proournble a3 to 
the rate at whioh the unloading in fact proosad- 
ed, some expert evidence as to the time which it 
onght to bave taken. There is on the other 
sido the evidence of Leo Chung, the cargo boat- 
man, who saya that the,paoplo on the ship wero ' 
“all busy all day, exoopt moale, when he went off 
to the ship, whioh was, apparently, every day. 
But-1do not think the continusnos of the risk 
while the verso] was in harbonr depends on the 
unloading being conducted in tho quickest 
time possible: but that it continues so long as 
the unloading ia not unreasonably delayed,» 
Noxt aa to the cargo boat. The practigg of the 
port is to unload by means of Chinass ' cargo 
poate: and however anwoildy these boats may 
by, or unsafo compared with ordinary lighters, 
I think it must be conceded thst if the 
policy covers risk of oraft, it covers ony risk 
Beonsloned in this port by tho faulty construc. 
tion or natigation of the oraft generally mado 
- nie 0’ for landing, It was prossed on ma that 
this concession must also cover tho tying up to 
_ tho s'oamer at night. The question appears to 
be ® somewhst nice one, and I therefore feel it 
need ary to deal with it with some particularity. 
Edo'no think thie could be included in the 
practics of the port, so a8 to bo of necessity in- 
‘corp rated in tho ineurer’s risk. The question 
is ra‘hor (hia whether the tying ap wasa reason- 
able way of carrying out the landing of a cargo 
of augar, Of course the Court must not be wiso 
aftor the event: but this outs both ways, I must 
“nobosusider the fact that the remult of tying up 
* was diinstrous : nor mast I consider the faot that 
if she had gone in shore and enchored smong 
the junke the result would have been equally 
disastrous, The question roslly is, did the cargo 
boatman take a risk by lying out in the harbour 
: at a'ght during the typhoon season, such a risk 
as cannot be said to be included in the risk 
und rfaken by the insurer? ond this, must be

IT cannot, oven now, en- 
tirely free my inind from tho impreasion that 
the cargo boat does run a risk by not taking 
her cargo on sboro os soon as she con; that the 
dosire to avoid an oxtra journey to and from the 
shore is not sufficiont reason for not doing so. 
(n the whole I om not propared without moro 
export assistance tohold that what happened in 
this caso was so ‘unreasonable as to relieve 
the undorwriters from thoir risk. “Tho sonse- 
quence of my so holding might react pra- 
judicially, ou the shipping operations of the 
port. I fool fairly cortain howevor that a little 
longer delay in unloading, as for example, 
tying up for tho night, if there had been 
no night work on the steamer; or # little 
‘longer delay in bringing the cargo to the 
godown, would have taken the caso out of 
the risk insured against. With .very great 
hositation therefore I como to the conclusion 
that what the cargo: boat did on this occa- 
sion was a ligitimate consequence of the night 
work on the steamer, ond therefore that on 
this part of tho case the dofondant must fail, 

The question which next arises is whether 
“risk of oraft” is “goverod by, this polloy ; 
in other worda whether the olause common to 
policies in' the English form “inoladiog risk 
‘of boats until safoly landed” is incorporated 
in this policy. 

The Mong On'Co. have throe forms of policy : 

(A) one in Chineso with English at the back; 
(B) one in English alone; (C') one in Chinese 
alone, ' 
The English io (A) is the samoan the English 
in (B) bat the Chinese in (A) diffora from the 
Chinese in (C). The clause in question as to 
risk of oraft-is in {he Einglish of (A) and 
(B). Tho Chinoso form of (A) contains this 
olause “ All insurance mattera will entirely be 
carried ont and dealt with according to the 
rules and regulations’ in the form of; our 
Company's English insurance policy. Those 
rules and regulationt are treated as contained 
in this policy, This is proof.” Therefore the 
risk of oraft olsuse. is incorporated in the 
Chinese form of (A), 

The expression ‘Rales and Regulations’ in 

both places in this sentenog is the tranelation of 
the Chinese Kwai tin.” ‘ : 
‘ The Chinesa form (C) contains the following 
olanse “ All insurance matters will be carried 
out and dealt with according to the western 
laws relating to insuraneo rales and regulations,” 
Some controvorsy arose aa to whethor this was 
the correct translation, and Mr," Wong tho 
Court translator was examined at longih on tho 
eubject, The question turns on the meaning of 
‘Lai’ and ‘Kwai tiu’ Mr, Wong admitted 
that ‘Tin’ meana classification of regulations in 
paragraphs; the underlying idea being somo- 
thing printed in paragraphe, but ho maintained 
that. this senteroo could not be interpreted to 
mean “according to western lawa of inaurance 
and rules and regulations,” 

In support of this view tho p licy of the Yuen 
Shing Co. waa produced, and the corresponding 
paragraph was thus translated “all insurance 


matters will be oarried out and dealt with 
according to English laws, roles and regulations.”'} 
The explanation of this different trandlation of 
the two-sentences apparently meaning tho same 
thing was to be found in tho juxtaposition of 
‘Lai’ and ‘Kwai tia’ ia the Yuon sing form, 
and the interposition of ‘Fo Him” as an 
adjective between ‘Lai’ and ‘Kwai tia’ ia the 
Hang Ou form. If the juxtaposition of worde 
in Chinese carries the same siguiflostion as in 
English, as according to Mr. Wong’s oxplana 
tion it apparently does, I fool coufident if { may 
say so of things written in an unknown 
tongue, that his various interpretations are 
“orrroot. Those,rentonoos contain a blank, which 
ia filled in acoording to tha risk insured: Thera 
are three different ontegories of risks uader- 
{aken| by the Chinese oompaniea—The first 
“No. 3 Tun Mo,” total logs ; the second ' Peng 
On," “FP. AL": the third “Shui Chik” soa 
damaga, or“ W. A." Those words aro filled in 
with a obop as the cago may require in the blank 
indicated in the above sentences, and in other 
parts of the policy. In the present case the 
policy was of the third kind, ‘'sea-damago.” 
What then is the mening of this 
sentence in the H-ng On polioy (C)? 
Mr, Tronchard Davis’ evidence does not oarry 
us very far. Hoe produced the forma of all 
Insurance companies oarrying on buainess in 
Hongkong, and showed that there was a specific 
olause in each sovoring “' goods safely landed” ; 
I donbt however whethar all the-forma in 058 
by all the Chinese companies were produced in 
hia oolleotion, for certainly tho Hip On hes three 
distinot forma, ond it ia at least probable that 
other Chinese Companies have different forma. 
Ho furthor said. that “wenaod other companics 
re-insure on Chinese companies’ Chinese policies 
which contain the clause” subject to Western 
rules and customs ‘and our custom is to treat 
words as incorporating all the customary

An English and Cantonese Dictionary for 
the use of those who wish {o learn the spoken 
languege of the Canton provinces, waa first 
published by Dr. then Mr, Chalmors of the 
London Mission in 1872.. For thirty-tive yeara 
tho work has been in itaown sphere, ono of the 
moat, highly spproved sids tothe argqnisition 
of Cantonese by the non-Chinese atudent. Thag 
six editions woro called for daring the author's 
life-time is convincing Lestimony to the value of 
the book, This weight of evidence is rather 
enhanced than lessened by the foot that the 
constituency, to which an English-Cantoneso 
dictionary ap peals, is strictly limited. 

Itisnoarlycight years tincethe death of Dr. 
Chalmors; and thare was issued last weok.a 
seventh edition of this populsr dictionary, revised 
and ontarged by Mr. T. K. Dealy of Queon's 
College, Hongkong. 

Mr. Dealy brought to hia task two importan t, 
qualifications: adequate “knowledgo and 
complete sywpathy. As respects the former 
it ia just to write that in and beyond the bounds 
of the Colony his reputation as on ardent aud 
successful student of this dialect is thoroughl y 
deserved ; whilst in ragard to the second wa are 
pleased to note, from the preface of this new 
edition, that Mr, Dualy was once associat ed’ 
with Dr. Chalmers in Chinese Studies, at the 
old London Mission house, where im former 
daya local sinologuea and ambitions atadents of 
Chinese were wont to’ forogather for readings 
and diseussion, Recollections of Dr, Chalmers ’ 
strony persouality, his indefatigable industry 
and his sound methods are an abiding inapira- 
tion to: many who know him, ie 

Whether Mr. Dealy has made tho wisest 
use. of his knowledge and to what oxtent 
fellow feeling has ministered - to succeas 
in the revision of this dictionary are 
questions that may be safely left to the 
practised. student to determine. : 

To point out the merits of a boak of this 
kind onght to be to the well constituted mind 
a grateful and plensing task. The do foots 
noticeable in Mr. Dealy’s work are not das to 
lack of knowledge or of inlus(ry or of pat iont 
attention todetai), What may be termed certain 
essential qualities of the lexicographer are in 
evidonce throughont snd they command res- | 
pect. Romanisation ond tone-making thow 
unstivted oarefalness and acourcy, It may ‘be 
presumed that no English Chinese dictionary 
equal to this in bulk will ever bo free from 
errata in tono marking. Theso ara snr, 
prisingly few in the pages of Mr. Dealy and 
these who know what it costs to secure suck 
accuracy will accord it large appreciation. It 
should be noticed also that the form, niannor 
and finish of the letter press are nearly all: 
that oan he desired, The pages of thi, 
edition illuatrate anew tho high olass publish. 
ing work for which Messrs.. Kelly sand 
Walsh have long boon. distinguished ia the 
Fer East.” 


Mr, Deal’ enlargements of. Chalmers’ are, 
we think, susceptible of markedly adverse 
criticism. Ih tho first place the amplifications 
ara not ona uniform sale, From A to M 
this dictionary is a revised Chalmers, ‘The 
additions or enlargements add 24 pages only, 
the new edition having under the firat half of 
tho alphabet 187. pages, as. compared with 169 
in the sixth edition. For tho vooables with 
initial ‘condonants ranging from N to 4%, 
Chalmers had in: the last edition 133 pages 
whilat Mr. Dealy has 635, the entire book 
consisting of 822 paged ay againat 296 in 
Chelmora. 

If there is to be amplification it shonld, - 
wo think, be ovonly distributed. Tho work as 
no w issued suggosts that there was an entire 
change of method after more than half 
the pages of Chalmers had been “revised, 
Of the illustrations and amplifications one class 
may be selected for unatinted enlogium. They 
are of the kind most calonlated to quicken the 
raaders’ desire toexplore the world of provorbs, 
the trade pongs, the street cries and the folk. 
lore sayings that dignify and enrich the speoch 
of the Kwong Tung people. It onnnot be said 
that sach illustrative and amplifying matorial 
ia out of place anywhere in this dictionary. 
IE however it ia to appear anywhore, it ought to 
bo everywhere from the firat psga to the last and 
its presdnoe throughout wonld rendor . this 
dictionary a fascinating volame. 

On the other hand there are two classes of 
phreses whioh might with advantage disappear, 
The diationary is Cantonese. Yet the quotations 
in whioh its later poges abound are in part 
olassical—belonging to no dialest but to the 
Aacient Wea-li, That many are familiar ia tho 
par a6 house hold words is not we think on 
adequate reason for inverting them in the new 
dictionary. 

Another ‘class of amplifying phrases could, 
we think, be dispens-d with aa unnecessary. 
They illnatrate the ordinary every day usa of 
words, and that is all. Tho Weutern student 
should learn at a comparatively early period 
himself to form such phrases with the help 
of + compotont teacher and the exercise will 
fond to promote greatly hia progress in Can- 
tonose stndy. 

We conolade this notico ‘with » furthor 
remark suggested by the emplifications 
which ara of the pith snd marrow of Con- 
tonese colloquial op -ortani ties, for the student 
of dialects have vastly inoreased during the 
thirty-five years eines this book waa first- 
iasued from ‘the pros. The sre now pra- 
otically boundless, Most ‘d. cots are worth 
more serious attention than is usmlly 
paid them and this is specially trae of

THE PANAMA CANAL. 
WORK ALMOST AT 4 STANDSTILL, 

Rumours that have been carrent for some 
time in Government circles, and quietly 
discussed in the Scrvice clabe, are now feding 
their way into the newspapers, : 

A state approaching chaos is said to exist on 
the Isthmus of Paname, snd work on, the 
construction of tho Cansl has bse braught 
almost to a standstil}, and Colonel Goethals, the 
Army engineer who was app inted Chief 
Engineer. in obarge when Mr. Stevens, tho 
civilian engineer, resigned, is said by ome of 
his Army araociates to be disheartened, ond to 
havo intimated bis desire to be relieved of bis 
appointment. 

The root cf the tronble, according to the 
belief of militaty mon, is the incompetence and 
ii difference of the oivilian employees om the 
Isthmus, as practically all of them ssoured their 
places throngh politioal influence, without 
regard for their fiiness. It was because of this 
political interference that Mr, Ste: ens resigned, 
and that the work of building the Canal waa 
turned over to Army ongincers, since which 
time, according to the offtcial reports, very little 


progress kas been made, 


WWE FRANCO-JAPANESE AGREE. 
|. MENT. : 


EFFECT IN CHINA, 

Japanese correspondents say that it is 
regarded as a matter of more than common 
significance in connection with the new Franco. 
Japsnoso Agrcomont that the scope thereof 
wil extend to. tho Chinoso province of Pukien, 
fnoing Formosa, inasmuch es Fakien, of which 
the ghief city is Foochow, is a ‘region of thé 
Chineso Empire in the vicinity of tho terri- 
tories where they” (the high contracting 
parties to the ‘Aegrecment) “have: rights of 
sovereignty, of protection, or of ocoupation.” 
Wilhin the regions so specified, termed ‘for. 
brevity “tho adjacent regions,” the signa- 


tories “undertake to support each other in | 


order’ to azsoro ponco and soonrity in those 
regions in. view of maintaining tho ro- 
speotive positions and territorial rights of tho 
two contracting parties: on the Asiatic Con- 
tinent.” In a word, the Agreemen recognises 
that Japan basa “special interest” inthe pro- 
servation of a state of peace and order'in Fukien 
just as hes France in Kwangsi and Kwangtang 
and in Yunnan. é : 

, Franco and Jopan aro ia the same way 


-"*gpeoially intorosted” in the preservation of 


6 pacific state of things in regions adjacont 
to Liaotung, that is to say, in Chibli, in 
Sbautuyg, and in Manoburia, To these 
acknowledgments of special interest, possessed 
by France and Japan in regions adjacent to 
territories which are already held by those 
two Powers. the consent, of. Russia and

Hayashi hag said, be aaticfied with an agreement 
which safeguards ber sovereignty and integrity 
in (ho samo way that theses are protected by the 
Treaty mado batween Japan and (reat Britain. 
The province of Shantung, In which under the 
Franoo-Japaneso Agreement Japan ia" specially 
interested ”. as being adjacent to Liaotung, 
contains the German leaged territory of Kiao- 
oben, but it does not follow that. there will be 
any conflict of interests, since tha oudertaking 
to sepport a condition of law and order in the 
Shantang Province of the Chinese dominiona ia 
one in which Germany is herself equally 
jntorested with the other Great Powers.

The Australian Natives Association, . the 
chicf centre of which is in Melbourne, gave a 
reception in honour of Mr. Doakin, on Juna

He reposted his former - 
acknowledgments of the British weloome to the 
delegates from the Colonies, and continued

cherscter. The growth of tha yarions Do- 
minions within the Empire implios a readjust- 
ment of their relations with the Mothor . 
Country. Only the short-sighted will seok to 
ignore the nocossitios of the situation or to save 
the official face.” Ho belioved that the Colonial 
Offico was satisfactory fox the Crown Colonies, 
but not for the eelf-goverging Dominions. 
With the Natives Association he bad fought the. 
Federol oampsign, the success of which was 
their abundant reward. . 

Imperial Federation, Mr. Deakin continued, 
wes not yet in view; the timo was not rips-for .
